Israeli Armed Forces Battle Inside Lebanon 


BEIRUT (AP) — An Israeli 


armored force crossed the south 
Lebanese border 
today, a 


government spokesman an- 
nounced here, and battled for 
nearly four hours with the 
Lebanese army at the village of 
Yaroun, a mile inside Lebanon. 
The Israeli force, which the 
spokesman said was backed by 


air and artillery support, then 
withdrew. 


In Tel Aviv, the military 


command said only that an 
Israeli army patrol came under 
gunfire from Lebanon while 
operating in the region of the 
Lebanese border and returned 
the fire. 


The spokesman said 
there 


were no Israeli casualties. 


Israeli patrols have stepped 


up patrols in the area since 
Friday's guerrilla ambushing of 
an Israeli school bus in which 12 
persons were killed. 


The Lebanese communique 


reported today's attack began at 
12:45 p.m., and termed it a "new- 
aggression against Lebanon." 


Radio programs were in- 


terrupted to broadcast news of 
the Israeli assault. 


It is the second ground attack 


on southern Lebanon within two 
weeks. 
Israeli tanks stabbed 


into the southeastern corner of 
Lebanon May 12 in a bid to 
smash a network of guerrilla 
bases in the area. 
They 


remained 36 hours before 
pulling back over the border. 


Today's reprisal 1ms been 


widely predated following the 
bus ambush. 


In Tel Aviv, an Israeli 


military spokesman said he had 
no immediate official statement 
to make on Lebanon's an- 
nouncement that its territory 


was attacked by an Israeli ar- 
mored force.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Nixon administration, citing 
lower-than-expected 
tax 


collections, asked Congress 
today to raise the ceiling on 
government borrowing by $18 
billion. 


This would increase the debt 


ceiling from the present $377 
billion to $395 billion. 


Secretary of the Treasury 


David M. Kennedy, presenting 
the request to the House Ways 
and Means Committee, at- 
tributed the expected deficits in 
the budget for tnis year and the 
next largely to smaller revenues 
than had been expected. 


"Apart from the effect of 


proposed legislation, revenues 
have been reduced by $3 billion 
in the ||jrrent year and $1.1 
billion fiv fiscal 1971, in both 
cases largely reflecting lower 
estimates of corporate profit tax 
receipts," Kennedy said. 


"This slippage, in part at 


least, appears to reflect a lower 
than anticipated level of cor- 
porate profit during the first 
part of this calendar year."

Screening Program; 
Less Cancer Deaths 


HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) — A 


screening program using a 
combination of methods helped 
reduce the rate of death from 
breast cancer in a group of 
women studied, a New York 
research team reported today. 


The project involved 62,000 


women in the Health Insurance 
Plan of Greater New York. Half 
were offered the screening, and 
the other half received no 
special attention. 


Preliminary findings on the 


study, which began in 1963, were 


reported today at the 10th In- 
ternational Cancer Congress by 
Sam Shapiro, a vice president of 
the health plan. 


Among the women not offered 


the screening, there have been 
52 deaths from breast cancer, he 
said. Deaths from breast cancer 
among women offered the 
screening now total 31, he said, 
even though the program was 
hampered because one-third of 
the women who were offered 
screening refused it.

eight years, Edmund G. Brown 
as governor struggled with the 
problems of running California, 
now the nation's most populous 
state.

justification for splitting the 
state 20 years ago, but now the 
old problem^ of the south— like 
air pollution^— can be found in 
the north," said Brown Jr. "And 
the old northern problems — 
like land use in urban areas — 
are found in the south."

KODIAK, Alaska (AP) — 


Reports that a naval station 
near this f'shing port of 2,600 
resideuls may become the 
repository of 13,000 tons of nerve 
gas met with a mixed reaction 
today. 


Sen. Maurice Gravel, D- 


Alaska, described the reported 
plan as "dangerous and totally 
unacceptable to the people of 
Alaska," and Gov. Keith Miller 
pledged that he would try to 
block it. 


Mayor Pete Resoff said: "It's 


like getting a Christmas present 
of a bag of snakes." But he 


added that it might be a boon to 
the community's depressed 
economy — "We've heard it 
might mean anywhere from 4 to 
14 million dollars with 400 to 600 
new families. 


The Defense Department 


announced Sunday that plans to 
move the nerve gas from 
Okinawa to the Umatilla Am- 
munition Depot near Hermiston, 
Ore., had been cancelled by 
President Nixon and that the 
Pentagon was studying alter- 
nate storage locations. A 
department spokesman said 
Kodiak Naval Station was one of 


several possible sites being 
considered 


The naval station occupies 


30,000 acres seven miles from 
the town of Kodiak, which was 
severely damaged by the 1964 
Alaskan earthquake.

Wash., said sending the gas to 
Alaska because of opposition to

with six senators not voting. It is

"I have reluctantly concluded 


— with the Senate presently

"After the rejection of Judge 
Carswell 
and

Haynesworth, this conclusion is 
inescapable . . . they had 
the misfortune of being born in 
the south."

with a thesis astutely 


challenging the notion that 
atomic energy was about to 
become the nation's main 
source of electric power, thus 
eliminating coal as a major fuel. 


White House aide Harry 


Fleming confirmed that the 
charge of plagiarism appeared 
in the earlier FBI report, but he 
said a more thorough FBI in- 
vestigation had persuaded the 
Nixon administration the charge 
was unfounded. 


A gentle, sensitive man, Lucas 


is understood to have received 
strong support from segments of 
the coal industry, including the 
massive Island Creek Coal 
Company. 


Coal officials have been 


saying privately that they hoped 
the rugged, pressure-packed job 
would go to a "soft-touch," not 
to a man who might enforce the 
tough new federal mine health 
and safety laws too vigorously. 


CHARGE DENIED 


In a telephone interview with 


my associate, Brit Hume, Lucas 
broke down and wept when 
informed about the plagiarism 
allegation. "I think you can 
destroy this appointment," he 
said, his voice choking. "There 
is a career at stake here 
. . . You've put me through an 
emotional crisis." 


The professor said he had no 


idea where the plagiarism 
charge, which he vigorously 
denied, could have come from. 


The soft-spoken Lucas ex- 


pressed strong identification 
with the coal industry with 
which he has been associated all 
his life. 


"The 
industry has many 


problems," he said in a voice 
filled with emotion, "and many 
people don't understand them

Dole was 
supporting another candidate 
whom he felt was better 
qualified. 


The appointment comes at the 


height of a raging controversy 
over the enforcement of the new 
mine health and safety law.

End Public Schools?

There is in the air a sense of 


great 
excitement 
among 


American conservatives who 
have reason to believe that their 
time is coming. In the past few 
years any number of ideas 
developed in the garrets of 
conservative scriveners and 
roundly dismissed as radical 
and irrelevant, have suddenly 
begun to appear in the classiest 
political shopwindows. 
They 


laughed themselves silly at 
Barry Goldwater's proposal that 
they sell the T.V.A. Now selling 
off the Post Office (to a public 
corporation) 
is 
a 
high 


possibility. 


Some twenty years ago, Lord 


Keynes's fiscal policies were 
written into the economics 
textbooks as holy writ; and now 
the monetary policies of Milton 
Friedman are beginning to 
displace the obsession with 
fiscal policy. There are other 
examples, the sudden per- 
ception of the metaphysical 
limitations of government ac- 
tion, the slow understanding of 
the derivative limitations of 
poverty and urban renewal 
programs. 
But the most ex- 


citing of the lot is the emergence 
from the fever-swamps of the 
idea of private schools — in 
preference to public schools. 


Almost twenty years ago, Mr. 


James Conant, then President of 
Harvard University, delivered a 
speech in which he called for the 
formal abolition of the private 
schools. Formal because in any 
case the private schools had 
diminished to a mere five per 
cent of tne wnole. 
Bui Mr. 


Conant's brief against them was 
that they were "divisive," his 
reasoning, which I do believe 
that he would at this point 
gracefully repudiate, being that 
all Americans should have a 
shared experience, and that the 
place to have that, is at school. 


Now the private schools are 


proliferating. 
It is generally 


supposed that the reason why is 
the racist prejudices of so many- 
white people. 
That answer is 


superficial. The reason why is 
because an increasing number 
of parents believe that their 
children can be better educated 
in private schools, 
removed 


from the political pre>siues of 
overwrought communities 
which are at least as much 
concerned 
with 
making 


agreeable politics as with 
producing literate children; and 
because^ there is increasing 
dissatisffrction, among rich and 


poor, among white and black , 
with the whole idea of a central 
school authority specifying 
textbooks, curricula, standards, 
and the rest of it. 


No one now doubts that what 


maintains the majority of 
American students in the public 
schools in the major cities is 
economic pressure. 
Let us 


admit that if the state were to 
give each child a voucher, 
cashable for sum X at any ac- 
credited school, that there would 
be massive redeployments of 
children in all the major centers 
of the United States. 
And not 


only the children of the upper 
middle class. Also poor Negro 
children, for instance — to 
private 
schools 
especially 


designed 
to 
give 
special 


assistance to meet special 
needs. 


Once 
admit 
that 
such 


movements would occur, and 
the mind focuses on 
tne 


coercive nature of existing 
arrangements. 
Libertarian 


philosophers have been in- 
terested 
in the question for 


years. But now it isn't merely a 
matter of the liberty of the 
parents to select their own 
schools: America isn't given to 
the pursuit of abstractionist 
freedoms at the expense of 
politically profitable egalitarian 
principles.

designated hearing. 
(This is 


prescribed by law) Of the 3 sets 
of parents involved in this case 
the Lorens' were the only ones 
that chose not to make an ap- 
pearance before the scnool 
board.

meeting where expulsion action 
was taken the parents were told 


they could request a review of 
the case no sooner than during 
the Spring of the '69-'70 school 
year. 
The Lorens' were in- 


formed of this same stipulation. 


4. All students found using, 


possessing or pushing drugs at 
Red Bluff Union High School 
have been removed from school 
for at least the remainder of the 
school year. There have been no 
exceptions. 


In late April a letter written by 


the father of Mitch was sent to 
me asking that the case be 
reconsidered. As of this date the 
school board has not rendered a 
decision r.yt thpy plan to do so in 
the near future. 


It is most unfortunate that 


Mitch took the liberty to malign, 
in the paper, the school board 
and schoo', administration when 
he didn't make the effort to 
research his facts.

under similar circumstances. 
He, too, accidentally killed his 
sister. His grief-stricken mother 
and father did everything under 
the sun to lessen the boy's 
feelings of guilt. They showered 
him with attention and gifts and 
catered to his every whim. The 
results were disastrous. He 
grew up to be selfish, in- 
considerate, wildly egocentric 
— completely without concern 
for others. 


The death of a child is a 


tragedy. But the ruination of a 
beautiful, bright, promising 
youngster is equally tragic. The 
best way to recover from a 
death in the family is to emerge 
from the valley of grief as 
rapidly as possible and do 
something constructive for the 
living. Sometimes professional 
guidance is needed. 


I hope the parents of the dead 


child will stop blaming them- 
selves and treat the surviving 
youngster just as they would 
tiave had the tragedy not oc- 
curred.

They strain the resources of 
the liver by immoderate alco- 
hol intake. They neglect early 
symptoms that the body may 
show while pleading to be 
recognized. 


How many people in our 


total population ever seek the 
advice of a doctor in the ab- 
sence of pain? The number 
would be few Indeed. 


It is only when the discom- 


forf int<>rferps with ilsdly ac- 
tivity on the job or at home 
that the physical examination 
is sought.

The sailplanes hung over the 
airport for a while after the tow 
ropes were unhooked and I kept

Sailplanes don't rely on winds 
to stay in the air.

The sailptones hung over the 
airport for a while after the tow 
ropes were unhooked and I kept 
waiting for them to come 
crashing down. But they circled 
like smoke rising and finally 
drifted out of sight. 


Yesterday was the second day 


of a five day soaring contest. 
Tents and campers lined the far 
runway that is used occasionally 
as a drag strip by the Redding 
Roadsters. 
Pilots, wives and 


children 
scurried 
about, 


assembling the sailplanes, 
screwing in 25 foot wing sec- 
tions, soaping the white fiber 
glass bodies. There was talk 
about the strong north wind and 
Saturday's out and back task to 
Chico. 


None of the 15 pilots com- 


pleted the round trip from 
Redding to Chico and back. One 
landed on a ranch outside of Red 
Bluff, three made it to Chico and 
had to put down in Vina while 
the others fared less well and 
put down in various places 
between Vina and Chico. 


Wandering through the maze 


of competition sailplanes and 
listening to the talk, I learned

that pilots dislike the terms 
glider and plane. Far better to 
call it a ship and think of 
sailplanes like ships on the 
ocean. 


Old beliefs die hard. When I 


think of sailplanes, I think of 
kites or 10 cent gliders you buy 
in a candy store, diving through 
the air, gusting with the wind. 
The thought of flying at 10,000 
feet 
in 
one 
of them 
was 


somewhat unnerving until I 
watched one come down with 
precision control and stability. 


Sailplanes don't rely on winds 


to stay in the air. In fact, winds 
alone, said Pugh, would never 
keep a ship in the air. The ships 
depend on three things: hot air 
columns, standing waves and 
mountain waves. 


In the competition yesterday, 


all the ships relied on hot air 
columns, called thermals. 


Thermals are columns of hot air 
that spiral upward. 
Columns 


are formed in places where hot 
air tends to concentrate. Since 
heated air rises, the ships try to 
circle inside a thermal and float 
up with the rising air. When the 
ships have achieved a sufficient 
altitude, they leave the thermal 
and shoot down through the 
colder air pockets until they hit 
another thermal. Speeds can hit 
over 100 miles per hour. 


"It's a tremendous thrill," 


said Pugh, "to go down, think 
you're going to have to make a 
landing, and then hit a thermal 
and soar up," 


Ray Gimmey, the founder of 


the Chico Soaring Association, 
told of flying from Chico to 
Woodland and back, about 300 
miles, using thermals. He said 
he ran into them under cumulus 
cloud formations or else figured 
out from the ground pattern 


where heat pockets were likely 
to be formed. Gimmey was one 
of the pilots to set down in Vina 
yesterday. That's what happens 
when you don't find another 
thermal in fime. 


The two other factors that 


sailplanes utilize are similar. 
Standing waves are winds that 
hit cliffs and shoot up off them; 
mountain waves are winds that 
roll up mountain sides and

Once a 
sailplane gets in one, it can fly 
on the wavesfor vast distances. 
One man recently flew from 
Nevada to Mexico at a height of 
27,000 feet riding on a mountain 
wave. 


An Arizona man set the 


distance record for sailplanes 
when he flew 647 miles. 
The 


altitude record is 46,200 feet, 
and the story is that the guy was 
still climbing at that point but 
had to descend since he lacked 
proper equipment to handle the 
lack of oxygen. 


The thought of flying at 46,000 


feet without an engine is in- 
timidating, like crossing the 
Pacific in a sailboat. Yet there 
is something about gliding 
through the air with only the 
sound of wind for company that 
lingers in my mind — shades of 
Icarus flying to the sun and only 
20 hours to get my pilot's 
license. *

Curbing Assemblies 


College Students in Area Schools Helped

Gov. Reagan will send his 
attorney to court Tuesday to try 
to prevent Prop. 8 sponsors from 
using Reagan’s own words and 
voice in an ad for the proposition 
which the governor opposes. 
Reagan said the ad “falsely 
implies that I support Prop. 8” 
which he termed a “frightening 
measure” which could mean a 
net tax boost of $200 a year for 
the average family of four. 
Sam Yorty, however, blames 
Reagan for failing to live up to 
1966 campaign promises to 
provide enough aid to schools 


and 
calm 
the 
turbulent 
California campuses. 
But Reagan’s predecessor, 
two term Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown, has concluded California 
is just plain ungovernable and 
would be better off split into two 
states. 
"The people of Southern 
California would be happier and

California would get what they 
want,” Brown told a campaign 
gathering for his son, Edmund 
Jr., who’s running for secretary 
of state. 
Reagan’s attorney will appear

Sacramento in the latest step to 
silence Prop. 8 ads the governor 
feels mislead listeners into 
believing he supports it. 
Prop. 8 is the initiative 
proposal on the June 2 primary 
ballot to require the state to pay 
half of all local school costs and 
90 per cent of all welfare costs. 
Reagan consistently 
has 
opposed it. But attorney J. 
Edward Fleishell, defending the 
ads use, said Reagan’s voice is 
in the public domain and 
silencing the radio spots would 
baridge free speech.
